neighboring State of Nevada, we ap- 
pend the followingfrom a late number 
of the White Pine News:

by our California exchanges 
that Hon. 


Thos. Findley, of Nevada county,

The Third Term. 


The following is 
the full text of 


President Grant's letter on the third 
term question, addressed 
to the Chair- 


man of the Pennsylvania Republican 
State Convention. 
It will be seen that 


he expresses himself more clearly than 
the public was lead to suppose by the 
summary which was telegraphed some 
days ago, anil we confess that an edi- 
torial which appears 
in another part 


of this paper 
and which was written 


before 
the complete 
letter 
came 
to 


hand, 
does 
not 
do him full credit. 


Still there is a tone about the produc- 
tion which does 
not sound right, and 


the allusion 
to the possible 
contin- 


gency of a President 
holding a third 


term willleave 
the impression 
in the 


minds of allthat the President believes 
so strongly in the third term proposi- 
tion that he could easily be persuaded 
to become a candidate 
for reelection: 


Washington, 
May 29, 1875. 
Dear Sir: Ashort time subsequent 


to the Presidential election of 1872, the 
Press?a 
portion of it hostile 
to the 


Republican party,and particularly so to 
the Administration?started 
the cry of 


"Csesarism" 
and "Third term," call- 
ing lustily for me to define my posi- 
tion on the latter subject. 
I believed 
it beneath 
the dignity of the office 


which I have been 
twice culled to ML, 


to answer the question before the sub- 
ject should be presented 
by comuetent 
authority to make a nomination, or by 
a body of such dignity and authority 
as not to make the reply a fair subject 
of ridicule. 
In fact, I have been sur- 


prised 
that so many sensible persons 
in the Republican party should permit 
their enemy 
to force 
upon them and 


the party an issue which cannot add 
strength to the party, no matter how 
met. 
A body of dignity and of party 
authority in convention to make nom- 
inations for State officers of the second 
State in the Union, having considered 
the question, I deem it not improper 
that I should speak. 


In the first place, I never sought the 


office for the second nor even the first 
term. I was called from a life position 
?one 
created 
by Congress expressly 


for me, for supposed 
services rendered 


to the Repablic. 
The positiou vacated 
I liked. 
It would have been 
most 


agreeable 
to have 
retained 
it until 


such 
time as 
Congress 
might have 


consented 
to my retirement, with the 


rank and a portion of the emoluments 
I so much needed, to a home where the 
balance of my days might be spent in 
peace and the enjoyment of domestic 
quiet, relieved 
from cares which have 


oppressed 
me constantly for fourteen 


years. 
But I was made to believe that 
the public good called me to make the 
sacrifice. 


Without seeking the office for a sec- 


ond term, 
the nomination 
was ten- 


dered me by the unanimous 
voice of 
delegates from all the States and Ter- 
ritories, selected 
by the Republicans 


ofeach to represent 
their whole num- 


ber, for the purpose of making a nom- 
ination. Icannot say I was notpleased 
at this and the overwhelming endorse- 
ment their action received at the elec- 
tion following; but itmust be remem- 
bered that all sacrifices except that of 
comfort had been 
made 
in accepting 


the first term. 
Then, 
too, such a fire 


of personal abuse and slander had been 
kept up for four years, notwithstand- 
ing a 
conscientious 
performance 
of 


duty, to the best of my understanding 
?though I admit, in the lightof sub- 
sequent events, many times subject to 
fair criticism?that 
an endorsement 


from those who alone govern republics 
was a gratification that it is only hu- 
man to have appreciated 
and enjoyed. 


Now, as to a third term. 
Ido not 
want it, any more than I did the first. 
I would not write nor utter a word to 
change the willof the people 
in ex- 


pressing and having their choice. 
The 


question of the number 
of terms al- 


lowed one Executive can 
only come 


up fairly in the shape of a proposition 
to amend the Constitution?a 
shape In 


which all political parties can partici- 
pate?fixing 
the length 
of time or 


number of terms for which one person 
shall be eligiblefor the office of Presi- 
dent. 
Until 
such 
amendment 
be 


adopted, 
the people cannot be restrict- 


ed in their choice by resolution, 
fur- 
ther than now restricted 
as to age, na- 


tionality, etc. 
It may happen in the 


future history of the country, that to 
change the Executive because 
he has 


been eight years in office, will prove 
unfortunate, ifnot disastrous. 


The idea that any man could elect 


himself President, 
or even 
nominate 
himself, is preposterous. 
It is a reflec- 


tion on the intelligence and patriot- 
ism of the people 
to suppose 
such 
a 


thine possible. 
Any man can destroy 


his chances 
for the office, but no one 


can force an election or nomination. 
I 


am not. nor have I ever been, 
a can- 


didate tor renomination. 
I would not 


accept 
the 
nomination 
were it ten- 


dered, unless itcame 
under such cir- 


cumstances 
as to make it an impera- 


tive duty?circumstances 
not likely to 


arise. 


I congratulate 
the Convention over 


which you presided for the harmony 
which prevailed 
and for the excellent 


ticket put in the field, and which I 
hope may be triumphantly elected. 
With great respect, 


Your obedient servatit, 


U. S. Grant. 


He is a Candidate. 


If 
anyone 
ever 
entertained 
the 


slightest 
doubt 
as to Grant's 
desire 


to fill the Presidential 
chair during a 


third term, his letter to the Chairman 
of the Pennsylvania Republican 
State 


Convention, will at once and finally 
remove all uncertainty on the subject. 
Nothing short of the unqualified and 
emphatic 
opposition 
of the Pennsyl- 


vania Republicans 
to the third term, 


as expressed 
in the resolutions 
adopted 


by their State Convention, 
could have 


brought 
even 
the 
uou - committal, 


complaining, 
self-justifying, probably 


a candidate 
and possibly 
not a can- 


didate letter from Grant which he 
addressed 
to General White. 
It is 


not the manly, outspoken, 
uumistak- 


ble letter which an American citizen 
had 
a right to hope for and expect 


from so important 
a personage 
as the 


President of the United States. 
It is 


equivocal in expression and whimper- 
ing iv sentiment. 
Altogether, it is 


unworthy the high source from which 
it emanates and willstrengthen 
along 


standing 
impression 
at 
home 
and 


abroad 
that 
the 
President 
of the 


United 
States 
is far from 
being a 


statesman. 
There are few who will 


acknowledge 
the correctness 
of Mr.

The Times considers

dent's views are expressed with sim- 
plicity and frankness, 
his declarations 
being 
deemed 
satisfactory. 
Persons 
who raised the cry of a third term will 
pick holes iv the letter here and there 
and take out sentences. 
The 
Times 


confesses 
that the letter ought to be 
accepted 
by all just and fair men 
as 


absolutely putting an end to the whole 
question, and Republicans 
should pre- 


pare for the work of 1876 without ref- 
erence to the possibility of Grant 
be- 
ing in the field as a candidate. 
The Tribune says, though somewhat 
deficient in its phraseology, 
the Presi- 


dent's letter is being taken 
as a final 
withdrawing of Grant's 
name 
from 


the next Presidency. 
If he had only 


said as much some time ago,what suf- 
fering, the Tribune says, might have 
been spared to Republicans. 


The World, in its editorial, says no- 


body can fail to note the extreme re- 
luctauce 
with 
which 
the 
President 


makes 
any pretense

spectacles,

learn what death was 
by the face of 


the dying. 
I followed the Captain. 


The regiui' nt was formed iv a 
hol- 


low squar; beitiud the rear rank, 
and 


on the edge of the wood, some soldiers 
were digging 
a 
grave. 
They 
were 


commanded 
by the first lieutenant, 


for everything in a regiment 
is dove 


wi-th order, and there is a certain 
dis- 


cipliu in digging a man's grave. 


In the center 
of the square 
eight 


officers were 
sitting on drum-heads, 


the ninth, on the right and more for- 
ward, was writing a few words upon 
his knees, 
but 
carelessly, 
and only 


that a man should be killed without 
some formalities. 


The accused was called.

a 


tall young man, of a noble and honest 
face. 
Awoman advanced 
with him, 


the only witness

Colonel,

And he handed to him the following 


letter, every word of which is present 
to my memory: 


My Good Friend Pi erre: 
I profit 


by the recruit Arnold, who is engag- 
ed in your regiment to send you this 
letter and a silk purse 
which I have 


made for you. 
I was obliged to hide 


myself from my fathet while I nidde 
it, for he continually 
scolds 
me 
for 


loving you so mucli, and 
says 
that 
you will not come 
back. 
You 
will 


come 
back, 
won't you? 
But if you 


never return, 
1 shall love you all the 


same. 
I promised myself to you the 


day you picked up my blue handker- 
chief at the 
dance in Arenburg, and 


brought it back to me. 
When shall I 


see you again? 
What makes me hap- 


py is, that they say you are esteemed 
by your superiors and beloved by your 
comrades. 
But 
you have still two 


years of survice. 
Get through 
them 


quick, for then we will be 
married. 
Adieu, my own good friend Pierre. 


Your dear 
Mary. 


P. S?Try 
to 
Bend me 
something 


from France, not that I am afraid that 
I shall forget you; but that I may wear 
italways. 
Kiss 
what you send 
me. 
I am sure that I shall find the place of 
your kiss again. 


When the letter was read Pierre 
re- 


sumed. 
Arnold, 
said 
he, 
gave me 


this letter last night when my billet 
of quarters was received. 
All night I 


could not sleep. 
I thought of the vil- 


lage and of Marie. 
She asked me for 


something 
from 
France. 
I had no 


money; I had pledged my pay for three 
montbfi for my brother and my cousin, 
who had returned 
home 
a few days 


before. 
This morning when I arose to 


leave, Iopened the window. 
A blue 


handkerchief was hanging on a line; 
itresembled 
that of Marie's it was the 


same color, 
the 
same 
white stripes. 
I was weak enough to take it and put 
it into my sack. 
I went down the 


street; I repented of what I had 
dove 


and was about returning to the house 
when this woman ran after me. 
The 


handkerchief was found upon me that 
is the 
truth. 
The capitulation 
de- 


mands that Ibe shot. 
Shoot me but 


do not despise me. 


The judges could not restrain 
their 


emotion?but 
notwithstanding,

condemned 
to 
death. 
He 


heard 
the 
verdict with composure; 


then, 
approaching 
his 
Captain, 
he 


begged him to lend him four francs. 
The Captain 
gave 
them to him. I 


saw 
then 
he 
advanced 
toward the 


woman, to whom the blue handker- 
chief hud been restored, 
and I heard 


these words: "Madam, here 
are 
four 


francs. 
1don't know ifyour handker- 


chief is worth 
any 
more, 
but even 
should it be, I pay dear enough for it, 
and you ought 
to excuse 
me for the 
difference." 
Then taking 
the 
hand- 


kerchief he kissed it and gave it to the 
Captain. 
"My Captain,"said 
he, ~in 
two years 
you will return 
to our 
mountains; ifyou go near toArenburg, 
ask for Marie, give her this blue hand- 
kerchief, but do 
not tell her how I 


bought it." 


He then knelt in prayer, and march- 


ed with a firm step to his execution. 
Iretired then and entered the wood, 
that I might 
not witness 
this cruel 


tragedy. 
A few 
musket-shots 
soon 


apprised me that all was over. 
I re- 


turned an hour afterward; 
the 
regi- 


ment had departed; all was quiet; but 
in skirting the edge of the wood tore- 
gain the road, I perceived 
at a few 
paces before me traces of blood and a 
heap of earth, freshly made. 
I took a 


branch offir-tree and made 
a sort of 


cross; Iplaced iton the grave ofpoor 
Pierre, forgotten now by all the world 
except my self aud perhaps Marie.
